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Remarkable OBsERvVATLONS 


On the COMET, in the Year 1680. 


As a'fſo on the Blazing-Star, now ſeen, this preſent 
Month of Auguſt; 168 2. 
” Shall not trouble my Self; nor Reader, with the many Opinions of th6 
Ancients, concerning the Matter and Generation of Gomets, but let 
him underſtand, that on Mozday Night laſt, being Aygnſt 14. there 
was a Comet (cen about Nine a Clock at Night, about North and by 
Weſt from London © Its Head was very large, much abotit the bigneſs of 
Venus 11 her Elongation, When it came to'the North part of the Meri- 
dian, it had not above 18 degrees of Altitude. As to its Place; it was not 
_ far from the Right Paw of the G#eat Bear ; and for its Longitude in the 
Echiptick, it was near 25 degrees 1h Cancer, having of of near 30 degrees 
of North Latitude, by which means 1t will not Set. It hath alſo beeri 
ſeen on Tweſday Night, and Wedneſday Night, by a great many 3 it hath 
alſo been ſeen on Saturday Night, Sz#day Night, ahd eHonday Night 3 
at which time it hath got into the tniddle of Virgo, as near as I could judg 
by my Eye, for I had not Inſtruments about me to obſerve it 3 it is ſwift 
in Motion, and diref, and decreaſes in Declination ; and its Tail points 
to the South-Eaſt, but is not above ten degrees in length. The Comet 15 
increaſing, and therefore may be ſeen, if the Weather prove fatr,all Night 
long, by reaſon of its not ſetting. I advile all thofe that have conveni- 
ent Inſtruments, to make good Obfervation of it, for I beheve it hath 
bur ſmall Paralles. 
As to the Aſtrological Judgment of it, we muſt confider its Place and 
Colour 3 Its being m Cance?, doth declare Wats and Devaſtations in the 
World, with abundanee of Unhappineſs towards Mankind, and more 
than Common Evils to befal them 3 either the Heir of ſome Kingdom, of 
Chicf Governor thereof, ſhall refign to Death. It allo doth declare great 
Inundation to befal thoſe Places under Cancer : As for Example, in the 
Year 1530, there was a Comet appeared fn Cancer ; 1n that Year, in the 
Low-Conntries, there were no lefs than 404 Partſhes drowned, with all 
their People and Cattle 3 alſo the Tzrks invaded Hyngary.. Therefore let 
Holland look to it, and feeure their Banks againſt the ſtrong South-Weſt 
Winds, of which we {hall have plenty the beginning of this Winter; 
and thoſe very boiſterous. This Coxzet comes to bring forward the Effect 
of the laft, that did appear in the Year 1680. . That Comet came for a 
Warning to Exrope 1n general. Let- thoſe Countries which lie Eaſt, and 
_ South-Eaſt of England, beware, efpecially the Eaſt part of Germany, for 
they are threatned with a very great Invaſion, and that from a mixt fort 
, _ of People, (viz.) Turks and (briftians, which ſhall over-run moſt part of 
Germany. Then Wo to all thoſe of the Shaver-Order. | | 
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France, Thou art like to feel the "3. of War ; thou haſt cauſed thy 
Neighbouring Nations to feel thy heavy Hand for theſe ten Years laſt 
paſt 3 Now thy Time is almoſt at an end, and God has ordained thy King- 


dom to be a Prey to a Forreign People, as afore-ſaid, 
Holland, look to thy ſelf, God is angry with thee 3; thou muſt ſuffer by 


another Inundation, Beſides, 1 fear ſorhe other Calamity to Pn, thee, 


thou muſt have thy Laws changed: 

I pray God bleſs Scotland from Calamity, I fear there will come Bad 
News from thence 1n a ſhort Time; but in what Nature let Time declare.

'In which Year tis thought, the Mole will fall 
in the Coffin, ond the young Mole, and the 01d Liow, will contend for a 
Crown 3 but after two Battels, there will come a fort of People out of 


the Wood, and will pull a dead Man out of his Grave, which ſhall Head 


theſe People that came out of the Wood, and they, with the dead Man, 
ſhall end the Strife between the Mole and the Lo; and then there will 
be long Peace in the Land of Aries, and neither the Mole nor the Lion 
{hall ever attain the Crown : 3 they ſhall fight for it, but ſhall both die in 
the Action.
